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An exhibition of ANCIENT ART IN VIET KA^I vill open at The Cleveland Mtiseum 
of Art on March 7* Objects dating to 200 B,C* have been gathered from museuma all 
over the worlds Knaees Boyaux du Ciiiquantenaire, Brussels* National Musem of Saigon, 
National tfiiseum of Hue* The Peabody Husevaa of Harvard Universiiy and psrtvate collections 
in Washington* 

These treasures stem from the Cham Period (500^-1500 A,D,;) and the four 
Pre-Cham Cultures (200 B*C* - A*B* 500) preceding it. Some of the objects are specifi- 
cally Vietnamese iMle others belong to ancieait civilizations which flourished on what 
is now Vietnamese soil. They illustiate the originality of the Vietnamese culture which 
began liiousands of years ago in the valley of the Pad River and -tdiich has been enriched 
through contact with various peoples and civilisations. 

The exhibition contains 148 objects and is arranged according to period. The 
four Pre-Cham Cultures are represented by many beautiful decorative pieces of bronze 
and pottery. Seventy of these objects are new to America and were recently excavated 
in Oo-eo, Among them are golden jewels, engraved figures on camelian and objects in 
bronze* pewter and lead. 

The show contains 46 objects from the Cham Period when classical art reached 
its height. Included are sculptures of divine personages, decorative objects and gold 
and silver jewelry produced ‘by highly skilled artisans* 

This collection of art and archaeology is the first such exhibition to be 
organized by the Vietnamese Government and is being circulated in the United States by 
the Smithsonian Institution, 

The show will remain in the Special Exhibition galleries of the Museum 


through April 9*
